SPANISH PLANES 
DROP BOMBS ON 
GERMAN CRUISER 


Reported Fire Follows on 
Admiral Scheer—Loyal- 
Say Patrol Craft

VALENCIA, Spain, May 29.—The 
Ministry of Defense announced to- 
| night that Government planes had 
| bombed the German cruiser Ad- 
| miral Scheer at Ibiza, in the Ba- 
leéaric Islands, late today, after the 
vessel had opened anti-aircraft fire 
on two planes. 

The announcement said 
bombs struck the warship. 

“Two planes left their base for a 
reconnaissance over the Balearic 
Islands,” the ministry said, and were 
fired upon at 5 p. m. On passing 
over Ibiza, the warship, anchored 
200 yards off the breakwater, 
opened heavy anti-aircraft artillery 
fire against the planes, which had 
committed no act of aggression 
against either the ship or the city.

The airplanes responded to the at- 
tack by dropping bombs, four of 
which struck the ship, causing ex- 
plosions.” 

Radio messages received here 
said fire broke out on the warship 
after the bombs struck. 

The Admiral Scheer is one of the 
German vessels participating in the 
non-intervention control patrol to 
prevent arms and men from reach- 
ing either side in the Spanish civil 
war. 

Was Out of Her Territory. 

“Moreover,” the announcement 
said, “control of the Island of Ibiza, 
according to decisions of the non- 
intervention committee, is charged 
to the French navy. Consequently, 
the German cruiser has no mission 
to fulfill in these Spanish terri- 
torial waters.” 

The Valencia Government also 
said that Palma, on the insurgent- 
held Island of Mallorca, had been 
bombed by Government planes as a 
port “harboring ships used for the 
transport of war supplies to insur- 
gents.” 

(Wireless messages from Valen- 
cia received in London said the 
planes which bombed the German 
cruiser were flying to Palma to 
make an air raid at the time the 
cruiser is alleged to have opened 
fire.) 

The Admiral Scheer, launched 
June 30, 1934, carries 38 guns and 
eight torpedo tubes. It has a stand- 
ard displacement of 10,000 tons and 
a complement of 926 men. It is a 
sister ship of the Admiral Graf 
Spee. 

On an Earlier Protest.

FOR ‘BIG ATTACK? 


Heavy Troop Concentra- 
tions Near Bilbao; Loyal- 
ists Report Routing 
Guard—Minorca Fascist 
Plotters Arrested.

BARCELONA, Spain, May 29.— 
An insurgent air armada, similar 
to that which struck Valencia yes- 
terday with an estimated toll of 200 
lives, flew in from the sea today 
and bombed the city and suburbs 
of Barcelona, killing 70 persons and 
wounding more than 100. 


Seven bombers struck, as at Va- 
lencia, just before dawn, and came 
from the same direction, apparent- 
ly from Mallorca Island, in the 
Balearics, where the insurgents 
have established a formidable air 
and naval base. 

During the Barcelona bombing, 
lasting 10 minutes, several apart- 
ment buildings were wrecked, and 
victims, hurled from their beds, 
were buried under the ruins of 
their homes. 

Anti-aircraft batteries were prac- 
tically impotent in their efforts to 
beat off the attack. The heavy 
tri-motored insurgent craft dived 
at the land batteries, machine-gun- 
ning the emplacements. But as the 
escadrille roared away over the 
sea again—apparently bound for 
Mallorca—one ship lagged, evident- 
ly in difficulties, and military men 
said it probably had been hit by an 
anti-aircraft gun. 


Italian Flyers Accused. 

The official Catalan delegation in 
Paris issued a statement charging 
the bombing of Barcelona was by 
Italian airplanes. The official Span- 
ish Government news agency car- 
ried a statement saying both the 
Barcelona bombing and that at 
Valencia on Friday were acts of 
direct Italian intervention in the 
Spanish war. 

In Valencia and Barcelona, the 
insurgent air force struck at the 
two most important centers on the 
east coast. Barcelona, capital of 
the autonomous Catalonian state, 
and Spain’s chief industrial center, 
is closely allied with the Valencia- 
Madrid Government in the war 
against the insurgents. Valencia 
is the temporary capital of Spain. 


Minorca Fears Invasion. 

The insurgent base at Mallorca is 
causing the Government anxiety at 
another point, on Minorca, the 
Balearic Island which remained in 
Government hands when Mallorca 
was seized by the insurgents early 
in the civil war. 

Col. Jose Bardaris has mobilized 
all able-bodied men on the island 
between 18 and 30 to man the 
coastal defenses, and all between 
31 and 50 have been pressed into 
service to build roads, trenches and 
bombproof shelters. 

The Government believed an in- 
vasion from Mallorca was im- 
minent, but it reports the arrest of 
13 Minorecan Fascists, and say@ 
thereby it has frustrated an insur- 
gent invasion plot. The 13, it is 
stated, were making preparations 
to aid the landing of 3000 troops 
from Mallorca. On Minorca aue- 
thorities are sure that the air raid- 
ers which struck at Valencia and 
Barcelona came from the Mallorca 
base.

Auditor Smith Says Failure 
_to Enforce Missouri Laws 
Governing Delinquencies 
Is in Large Part Respon- 
sible. ; |

JEFFERSON CITY, May 29. — 
General economic conditions and 
failure to enforce strictly the laws 
governing collection of delinquent 
taxes are largely responsible for 
an accumulation of nearly $40,000,- 
000 in delinquent real estate, per- 
sonal property and State income 

taxes on the back-tax books of the 
114. Missouri counties and the City 
of St. Louis, according to State 
Auditor Forrest Smith. 

Smith, in discussing the condition 
today, said his department had no 
way of estimating how. much of 
this delinquency, accruing in the 
past five years, could or would be 
collected and héw much would be 
lost. Such delinquent taxes are out- 
lawed after five years, under the 
statute of limitations, unless they 
have been reduced to judgment or 
suit has been filed for collection. 

The Auditor said the steadily 
mounting total might be checked 
and the situation materially im- 
proved by tightening some of the 
tax laws; centralizing administra- 
tion of some of the tax gathering, 
especially as to the State income 
tax, and enforcing other tax laws 
by county officials. 

Tabulation of Delinquencies. 
Statisics compiled from various 

reports filed by local tax collectors 
in the past year, Smith said, show 
the following accumulated delin- 
quencies for the five years preced- 
ing last March 1: 

Real estate—$28,599,400 delin- 
quent, of which $12,039,769, or 42 
per cent, is in the City of St. 
Louis. ? 

Personal property—$10,738,494, 
of which $3,494,185, or 32.55 per 
cent, is ‘in the City of St. Louis. 

State Income Tax—Back taxes 
certified up to this week, less 
collections made by the State Audi- 
tor and Attorney-General McKit- 
trick, under a 1935 act designed to 
curb income tax evasions, total 
$642,203. The original certifica- 
tion of delinquencies by local col- 
lectors totaled $783,886, of which 
$515,493, or 65 per cent, was re- 
ported from St. Louis, but Smith 
and McKittrick have collected 
$141,683 of this total. 

Laxity in Many Counties. 

No estimate could be made, it was 
said, as to the proportion of taxes 
unpaid due to economic conditions, 
or to failure to enforce collection 
laws. 

However, Smith said, little or no 
effort is made by collectors in many 
counties to enforce payment of per- 
sonal property taxes and in others 
the collectors do not strictlty en- 
force collection of delinquent real 
estate taxes. In actual practice, 
it was said, the filing of tax suits, 
while required by law, rested in 
the discretion of the local collector. 

The income tax, all of which is 
paid into the State treasury, was 
in a similar position before enact- 
ment of the 1935 law, Smith said, 
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sending out notices to persons ow- 
ing the tax. If the tax is not paid 
to the Auditor, the latter is re 
quired, within 60 days after receiv- 
ing the local collector’s certifica- 
tion, to certify the claim to the At- 
torney-General. 

«The Attorney-General, after re- 
ceiving the Auditor’s certification, 
is required to file suit to collect 
the tax, or to direct the filing of 
such a suit by the Prosecuting At- 
torney of the county in which the 
claim originated. However, the act 
fixes no limit on the time in which 
the suit must be filed. 


Administration of the act so far 
in the Attorney-General’s depart- 
ment has been handled by one as- 
sistant and one stenographer, who 
also handle State sales tax mat- 
ters, and one Assistant Attorney- 
General in St. Louis. Thousands of 
income tax claims have been certi- 
fied to McKittrick by the Auditor. 
17,558 Claims Against St. Louisans. 
McKittrick said 17,558 income tax 
claims against persons in St. Louis 
and 797 against persons in St. Louis 
County had been sent by his de- 
partment to Assistant Attorney- 
General Joseph A. Lennon in §8t. 
Louis for collection. Notices have 
been sent to all of these persons, 
and some of them have paid the 
taxes involved, but no suits have 
been filed: so far, he said. Notices 
also have been sent to 8800 persons 
in Jackson County, including Kan- 
sas City, on claims certified by the 
Auditor. 

Several thousand other tax claims 
either are pending in the Attorney- 
General’s office or have been trans- 
mitted to prosecuting attorneys in 
the counties. 

“The administrative machinery 
for handling these claims has not 
been fully worked out,” McKittrick 
said. “We were given no additional 
funds to handle this work. We are 
doing all we can to collect these de- 
linguent income tax claims, and 
have sent out notices on the ac- 
counts certified to the department. 
We will begin filing suits as soon 
as possible. Suits in St. Louis and 
Kansas City will be filed by this 
department, and in the remainder 
of the State will be handled by the 
prosecuting attorneys.” 


$5,528,438 Collected in 1936. 

State income collections for 1936 
totaled $5,528,438. This was an in- 
crease of $1,099,740 over 1935 collec- 
tions, due mainly to improved busi- 
ness conditions, better collection 
methods, including a requirement 
that persons filing State income tax 
returns must also file with the State 
return a copy of their Federal in- 
come tax return, and collection of 
delinquent taxes. 
State Auditor Smith said existing 
laws were adequate to insure col- 
lection of real estate and personal 
property taxes, if enforced. Suit to 
collect personal property taxes may 
be filed the day after they become 
delinquent, he said. Action to en- 
force collection of realty taxes may 
be filed by the collector within 
about a year after they become de- 
linquent, but the collector has an 
option of instituting action within 
five years after the taxes become 
delinquent. 


Smith said conditions could be 
improved if county courts would 
refuse, as authorized by law, to 
give a collector credit on his an- 
nual settlement for any real and 
personal property taxeg delinquent

The 1935 act was in- 
tended to facilitate collection and 
require the filing of suits.

FIDERDOWN-LINED HUT 
FOR NORTH POLE CAMP 


Erected on Ice Floe Where 
Four Russians Will Spend 
Next Winter. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, May 29.—The Soviet 
North Pole expedition set up today 
an eiderdown-lined hut which will 
be home for a year to four explorer- 
scientists who are to remain near 
the top of the world record condi- 
tion on a possible trans-Polar air 
route to the United States. The 
hut was erected on the polar ice 
floe on which the advance party is 
camped, adrift in the Arctic Ocean. 
After drifting 45 miles around 
and away from the pole in a week, 
the floe has reversed its direction, 
the wind moving it eastward 
slightly. 

Prof. Otto J. Schmidt, leader of 
the expedition, reported by radio 
that as soon as the weather clears 
one of the three planes at the base 
camp will take off to find the 
fourth plane, piloted by L P. Ma- 
zuruk, down some 35 miles away. 
When Mazuruk rejoins the party 
with a plane load of supplies the 
four men chosen to spend next 
winter in camp will be left alone. 
“We have no direct contact with 
Mazuruk but we know where he 
is,” Schmidt reported. “He landed 
near enough for us to undertake a 
flight as soon as the weather im- 
proves and a crew can clear the 
runway of rough ice. We are 
awaiting with great impatience 
scientific apparatus (presumably in 
Mazuruk’s plane) for testing sea 
water and studying the soil at the 
bottom of the ocean.” 

B. M. Gerasimovitch, director of 
the Pulkovo Observatory at Lenin- 
grad, said the radio disturbance at 
the Pole which prevented direct 
contact between Mazuruk and the 
camp was due to sun spots “which 
increased considerably recently.” 
The expedition measured the 
depth of the polar sea today and 
found it to be about 2% miles, 
much deeper than scientists had 
estimated. The weather was un- 
settled, with skies overcast and 
the barometer dropping.

The British Government had as- 
serted in a note that a bomb fell 
only 20 yards from the British de- 
stroyer Hardy on May 26 and that 
the vessel was “not very far” from 
the Italian warship which was 
struck. 

The Valencia Government today 
announced location of a “security 
zone” in the harbor of Palma, chief 
city of Mallorca, in which British 
warships will be safe in the event 
of further Government air raids 
on Palma. The security zone thus 
established extends south from San 
Carlos Point and east of Cathedral. 


POWER BOARD APPROVES 
UNION ELECTRIC MERGER PLAN 


Uniting of Illinois Subsidiaries Ex- 
pected to Cut Wholesale, Not 
Retail Rates.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The re- 
cently announced plan for the mer- 
ger of subsidiary corporations of 
the Union Electric Light & Power 
Co. of St. Louis operating in the 
adjoining Dlinois district was ap- 
proved today by the Federal Power 
Commission. 

The merged units, to be incor- 
porated as the Union Electric Co. 
of Illinois, will be capitalized with 
$8,000,000 in preferred stock and 
$18,000,000 in common stock. This 
change will figure in the prospec-. 
tive refinancing of the Union Elec- 
tric system to simplify its financial 
structure. 

A reduction of wholesale power 
rates in the Illinois district was ex- 
pected to result from the merger, it 
was stated at the Federal Power 
Commission, but no change in re- 
tail rates was looked for.

NAZI ATTACK RECEIVED 
IN SILENCE BY ChURGH 


Catholic Leaders in Germany 
Make No Direct Comment 
on Goebbels’ Speech.

BERLIN, May 29.—Count Kon- 


rad von Preysing, bishop of Berlin, 
issued an appeal today to Catholics 
to celebrate St. Boniface’s day Sun- 
day, June 6, with special devotions. 
He made no direct mention of the 
threats of expulsion and other dras- 
tic action against the church made 
last night by Dr. Paul Joseph Goeb- 
bels, minister of propaganda, in a 
denunciatory speech broadcast to 
the German people. 

Other Catholic leaders likewise 
received Goebbels’ denunciations in 
silence. 

The controlled Nazi press echoed 
the main points of Goebbels’ speech, 
which, originally billed as a reply 
to anti-Nazi remarks of George 
Cardinal Mundelein of Chicago, be- 
came an attack on the whole 
church. 

Goebbels’ own organ, Der An- 
griff, declared “the conflict has 
passed the stage of diplomatic ne 
gotiations. The whole nation—nay, 
the whole of Christendom insists on 
a full and public answer.” It called 
on the church to reply to the prop- 
aganda minister’s charges of “mor- 
al decadence” in its clergy and its 
institutions. 

Other Nazi newspapers, especial- 
ly those published in districts where 
the Catholic church is strongest, 
praised what was described as 
Goebbels’ “air-clearing thunder- 
storm.” One paper emphasized the 
impression Goebbels’ “last warning 
to the hierarchy” had made on par- 
ents. 

(Goebbels charged immorality ex- 
isted in Catholic schools. The right 
of the church to educate Catholic 
youth has been a vital point in the 
church-state conflict.) 

At Cologne a member of a Cath- 
olic youth organization was sen- 
tenced to a year in prison for dis- 
tributing pamphlets regarded as 
subversive outside church doors. 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler's personal 
organ, Voelkischer Beobachter, 
prominently displayed Goebbels’ 
speech.

LEAGUE SIDESTEPS 
SPANISH LOYALIS! 
PLEA FOR AGTION 


Council at Geneva Refuses 
Denounce 


Request to 
Foreign Intervention in 


Conflict.

GENEVA, May 29.—The League 

of Nations Council today  side- 
stepped the Spanish Government’s 
plea for denunciation of alleged for- 
eign intervention in the Spanish 
civil war, It appealed, however, to 
all League members to support the 
removal of volunteers from the 
conflict. 
A resolution adopted after long 
discussion and a dispute behind the 
scenes expressed hope for “rapid 
success” of the efforts of the non- 
intervention committee represent- 
ing 27 nations. The bombardment 
of unfortified cities was condemned. 
The resolution said, in part: 

“The Council, profoundly affected 
by horrors resulting from applica- 
tion of certain methods of warfare, 
condemns recourse in the Spanish 
struggle to methods contrary to in- 
ternational law and bombardment 
of open cities; hence emphasizes its 
appreciation of efforts made by 
non-official institutions and cer- 
tain governments with a view to 
placing the civilian population, es- 
pecially women and children, in 
shelter from these terrible dan- 
gers.” 

Formal recognition was not given 
the contention of the Madrid-Valen- 
cia Government that territorial ag- 
gression had been committed in 
Spain. The Spanish Government 
charged Italy with such aggression 
and declared Germany guilty of the 
same offense in a smaller degree. 
The Spanish Government’s dele- 
gate, Julio Alvarez del Vayo, lost 
a last-minute struggle for a resolu- 
tion that would have implied, at 
least, Fascist intervention in the 
civil war. The approved document, 
however, said: 

“The Council . . . notes with re- 
gret that development of the situa- 
tion in Spain does not appear to be 
of the character to warrant belief 
that measures taken by govern- 
ments following the Council’s rec- 
ommendations have had so far the 
desired effect.”

ROSWELL, N. M., May 29.—Wa- 
ter ran from two to five feet deep 
through the streets all day, today, 
causing damage estimated at more 
than $100,000, when the usually dry 
Hondo River flooded the city after 
the heaviest rain storm in 33 years.

ATTORNEY ASK 


FOR $75,000 FEE 
AWARDED $30,000 


Hyman G. Stein Gets AIl- 
lowance From Court — 
Trustees of First National 
Co. Resisted Claim. 


A fee of $30,000 was allowed to 
Hyman G. Stein yesterday by Cir- 
cuit Judge John W. Joynt for his 
services as attorney for holders of 
defaulted mortgage participation 
certificates issued by the First Na- 
tional Co., investment affiliate of 
the First National Bai-F. 

Stein had asked for an allow- 
ance of $75,000, asserting he was 
responsible for preventing a reduc- 
tion in the interest rate of the cer- 
tificates to 3 per cent from 5 per 
cent, and preserved for the partici- 
pation holders a _ possible claim 
against the First National Bank 
if the proceeds of liquidation of 
the First National Co. should be 
insufficient to pay participation 
holders in full. 

The fee is to be paid out of the 
assets of the First National Co. 
which are being liquidated under 
the direction of the bank and for- 
mer Gov. Henry S. Caulfield as 
trustees. The trustees opposed pay- 
ment of a fee to Stein, holding 
that his work added no property 
or revenue to the trust estate. 

Stein represented several partici- 
pation holders who objected to the 
conditions of a plan for borrowing 
money from the RFC to make 
payment to participation holders. 
After objections had been filed the 
original terms of the plan were 
modified. 

An R F C loan of $3,336,000, se- 
cured by a pledge of assets, was 
obtained by the trustees in May, 
1936, and with the proceeds of the 
loan a 36 per cent payment was 
made to the holders of the par- 
ticipation certificates, which have 
a par value of about $9,700,000. 

Holders of the certificates, which 
went into default in May, 1933, have 
now received payments totaling 50 
per cent and an additional 2 per 
cent distribution was authorized 
yesterday by Judge Joynt. 

The trustees had $184,000 on hand 
which they wanted to pay to the 
R F C to reduce the loan balance, 
but Judge Joynt ruled that the mon- 
ey should be distributed among 
holders of certificates,

William Green 
ordered the New York and Chicago 
City Central bodies to expel imme- 
diately all locals affiliated with 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion unions. 

Similar orders, Green said, would 
go to all central bodies and state 
federations of labor as soon as they 
could be prepared. 

This action was directed by a 
conference held here this week. The 
conference also ordered thé council 
to collect double dues from _ all 
unions (2 cents instead of 1 cent a 
month for each member), to start 
a co-ordinated organization cam- 
paign and to require all locals loyal 
to the A. F. of L. to join their city | 
central bodies and state federations. 

To Drop Craft Lines. 

In planning its anti-Lewis cam- 
paign, the council’s most sweeping 
decision was to drop craft lines tem- 
porarily in enrolling new members. 
Federation leaders expected this de- 
cision to result in numerous inter- 
union squabbles, but felt it would 
be better to increase the member- 
ship first and settle jurisdictional 
disputes later. 

As a result of this decision, some 
of the craft unions intend to offer 
the industrial type of organization 
which Lewis advocates to _ those 
workers who want it. Arthur Whar- 
ton, president of the machinists, al- 
ready has offered an _ industrial 
union charter to the Chevrolet truck 
body plant employes at Indianapo- 
lis. 

The council directed Green to set 
up a new department of maritime 
unions in the federation to combat 
the growing Lewis movement on 
the waterfront and to call a con- 
ference of agricultural workers with 
a view to establishing a new agri- 
cultural union.: The council also 
ordered Green to investigate the 
merits of setting up a new union 
of gasoline station attendants to 
fight the Oil Field Gas and Refin- 
ery Workers, a CIO union, in that 
field. 

War Chest for Campaign. 

Estimating that the double dues 
would increase the federation reve- 
nue by about $30,000 a month, Green 
said the A. F. of L. would throw a 
large force of organizers into the 
field, to enroll new #$members 
wherever they could. 

“We will now proceed to make 
vital and effctive the action of the 
council and conference,” he said. 

Other major moves against Lewis 
included chartering the Progressive 
Miners of America, rival to Lewis’ 
United Mine Workers in Illinois, 
and-orders to Steve Nance’s Geor- 
gia Federation of Labor, the New 
Kensington (Pa.) aluminum work- 
ers, the Philadelphia battery work- 
ers and the New York bookkeepers 
and stenographers to turn over 
their books and funds to the A. F. 
of L. All these organizations left 
the federation to join the CIO. 


FIRED A, F. OF L. RADIO MEN 
USE NEW TRICK—THE LOCK-IN 


Dismissed for C I O Union Opera- 
tors They Shut Selves Inside 
Liner’s Wireless Room.

NEW YORK, May 29.—Marine 
radio operators, discharged tonight 
as the result of a strike settle- 
ment, invented a new device, the 
lock-in, to hold their jobs on the 
liner Oriente. After being delayed 
in sailing for many hours the 
Oriente canceled its trip to Havana 
and repaid passengers their fares. 

Another liner, the Munargo, 
headed south for Miami, Havana 
and Nassau three and a half hours 
late, after demands of sit-down 
strikers were met. 

‘Crews of both liners went on 
Strike protesting against the em- 
ployment of radio operators affil- 
iated with the Commercial Teleg- 
raphers’ Union of the American 
Federation of Labor.

STRIKE IN 14 HOTELS 
AT KANSAS CITY 


Service Curtailed as 1800

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 29. — 
Service was curtailed in 14 leading 
hotels here tonight when workers 
began walking out in response to 
a strike call. 

Union leaders estimated 1800 men 
would be affected. Managements, 
however, expressed doubt a ma- 
jority of their employes would leave 
the job.

Milk Deliveries Refused. 


At Buffalo, N. Y., a local labor 
union affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor refused to 
make milk deliveries to workers 
inside of the picketed Republic 
plant. Its head announced he had 
ordered members not to attempt 
to pass through picket lines. 

The walkout order affected 23,000 
men in the Chicago area, 49,000 in 
Ohio, and smaller numbers at Buf- 
falo, Pittsburgh, and in Indiana and 
Michigan. 


Union officers declared 177,240 of 
77,900 employes were idle, but Re 
public disputed these figures. They 
said some of their plants were op- 
erating at 40 per cent of capacity. 

Members of the steel workers’ 
association, an independent union 
at the Newton Steel Co., closed 
plant at Monroe, Mich., voted today 
to appeal to Gov. Frank Murphy 
to use his offices to have the Plant 
reopened.

Executive Council Charters 
Progressives in Fresh 
Phase of Attack on John 
L. Lewis and CI O. 


By the Associated Press, 

CINCINNATI, O., May 29.—The 
chartering of the Progressive Min- 
ers of America as an American 
Federation of Labor union has set 
the stage today for a new phase of 
the A. F. of L, fight against John 
L. Lewis’ Committee for Industrial 
Organization. Lewis is head of the 
United Mine Workers of America. 
The Progressive Miners’ charter 
was issued by the A. F. of L. execu- 
tive council yesterday and Joseph 
Ozanic, the Progressives’ president, 
said he would start an aggressive 
campaign of organization immedi- 
ately in Illinois. 

William Green, A. F. of L. presi- 
dent, said the Progressives’ charter, 
though not of international juris- 
diction, covered their present mem- 
bership and any other soft coal 
miners who desired to affiliate with 
them. 

Officers of the Illinois State Fed- 
eration of Labor protested against 
the chartering of the Progressive 
Miners. Ozanic said the Progres- 
sives would now demand that the 
State Federation oust the VU. M. 
W. A. and recognize the Progres- 
sives. 

The fight between the rival 
miners’ unions began in 1932 when 
several thousand U. M. W. A. mem- 
bers objected to the national 
ficers’ approval of a reduction in 
the wage scale. They bolted and 
formed the Progressive Miners. In 
the feud which ensued at least 
five men were killed and hundreds 
injured. Nearly a thousand were 
arrested. The Illinois National 
‘Guard was called out to halt shoot- 
ings, sluggings and bombings. 

The Progressives claim a current 
membership of 35,000, a claim dis- 
puted by the U. M. W. A. which 
says they number not more than 
12,000. There are about 50,000 work- 
ing members in Illinois. 

Green, a member of the U. M. 
w. A. since its organization § in 
1890s, was asked whether he would 
leave his local at Coshocton, O., and 
join the Progressives. He replied: 
“T refuse to answer that question 
because it’s personal.” 

He did say the Illinois Federa- 
tion must expel the U. M. W. A. and 
accept the Progressives. 

To a question whether the Pro- 
gressives could start organization 
campaigns at mines where the U. 
M. W. A. now holds closed shop 
contracts, he replied: “I don’t 
know that they can and I don’t ex- 
pect that they will” He added: 
“T understand from the Progres- 
sives there are U. M. W. A. mem- 
bers who want to become members 
of the Progressive Miners of Amer- 
ica.”

A round of conferences at the 
White House and Capitol ended 
without a decision by leaders of a 
House bloc to withdraw amend- 
ments that tentatively earmarked 
$505,000,000 of the $1,500,000,000 re- 
lief fund for public works, flood 


control and road projects. The ad- 
ministration desires a free hand to 
allot the $1,500,000,000 as it deems 
advisable. 

A series of proposals and counter- 
proposals produced what both sides 
described as a satisfactory arrange- 
ment covering public works and 
flood control. Whether a complete 
agreement can be obtained prob- 
ably will not be known until the 
House Roads Committee meets 
Tuesday. 

Roosevelt Opposes Contracts. 

A majority of the Roads Commit- 
tce was described as wanting high- 
way construction carried on under 
the direction of State Highway 
Commissions on a contract basis. 

President Roosevelt, it was said, 
insists that such work be not done 
under contracts, contending too 
much money would be spent for ma- 
terials. The administration was said 
to feel that county highway boards 
should select road projects and then 
apply to the W P A to supply 100 
per cent of the unskilled labor. 

Chairman Cartwright of the 
Roads Committee led the fight to 
earmark $150,000,000 of the relief 
fund for highway purposes. 

Representative Rayburn, House 
majority leader, told reporters to- 
night that on public works the ad- 
ministration had agreed to carry 
out projects “wherever there was 
a moral obligation on the part of 
the Government to do the job.” 

That meant, he said, that the ad- 
ministration would go ahead with 
all projects for which bond elec- 
tions had been authorized or held. 
Rayburn had conferred with Mr. 
Roosevelt a short time earlier. 

Furthermore, Rayburn said, the 
administration had agreed to ex- 
end the life of the Public Works 
Administration for two years and 
lift a restriction on use ofa PW A 
revolving fund for P W A projects, 
and permit projects to be carried 
out on a basis of a 45 per cent 
Federal grant and 55 per cent loan. 

What Opponents Say.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Failure 
to reach an understanding on ex- 
penditure of funds for highways 
plocked an attempt by the adminis- 
tration tonight to work out a com- 
promise on the relief bill. 

A round of conferences at the 
White House and Capitol ended 
without a decision by leaders of a 
House bloc to withdraw amend- 
ments that tentatively earmarked

control and road projects. The ad- 
ministration desires a free hand to 
allot the $1,500,000,000 as it deems 
advisable. 

A series of proposals and counter- 
proposals produced what both sides 
described as a satisfactory arrange- 
‘ment covering public works and 
flood control. Whether a complete 
agreement can be obtained prob- 

bly will not be known until the

* Roosevelt Opposes Contracts. 

A majority of the Roads Commit- 
toe was described as wanting high- 
way construction carried on under 
the direction of State Highway 
Commissions on a contract basis. 

President Roosevelt, it was said, 
insists that such work be not done 
under contracts, contending too 
much money would be spent for ma- 
terials. The administration was said 
to feel that county highway boards 
should select road projects and then 
apply to the W FP A to supply 100 
per cent of the unskilled labor. 

Chairman Cartwright of the 
Roads Committee led the fight to 
earmark $150,000,000 of the relief 
fund for highway purposes.

Unless freaks of weather occur 
today or tomorrow, the month of 
May will have lived up to its past 
reputation of moderation in rain- 
fall and temperatures, according 
to Weather Bureau records. 

Average temperature for the first 
28 days of the month was 65.6 de- 
grees, one degree below normal. 
The four warm days of the period 
were May 18, 27 and 28, when the 
mercury climbed to 86, or about 
10 degrees above normal, and yes- 
terday when the highest tempera- 
ture was 91. May 30, 1934, with its 
high of 96, is the warmes+ May 
day on record in St. Louis. 

The coolest days in the month 
were May 14 and 15. The low tem- 
peratures then were 14 degrees 
and 9 degrees, respectively, be- 
low normal. The normal mean tem- 
perature for May 14 was 66, and 
67 for the following day. Lowest 
May temperature on record is 32 
degrees on May 2, 1929, and 1875. 

Total precipitation for the 28 
days was 2.65 inches or 1.20 below 
th enormal of 3.85 inches. Rain 
fell on 15 days and thunderstorms 
were recorded on six days. 

Despite the rainfall deficiency, 
it was said at the Weather Bureau 
that the month has been favorable 
for the progress of crops. Excess 
rainfall for the year totaled. 1.22 
inches, and vast amounts of sub- 
soil moisture were stored in April 
when total precipitation measured 
6.03 inches. The rainfall so far 
this year is far in excess of that 
of last year, when precipitation for 
the five months ending May 31 
was 7.89 inches below normal. 

Eight days this month have been 
clear, 14 partly cloudy and seven 
cloudy. Highest wind velocity was 
43 miles an hour on May 21.

Total sales 
from Jan. 1 to date were 212,435,719 
shares compared with 239,325/893 a 
year ago and 102,508,993 correspond- 
ing period a year ago. 

The Bearish Viewpoint. 

Those who found bearish influ- 
ences in the ascendant pointed to 
strikes affecting some 70,000 em- 
ployes of independent steel com- 
panies, higher operating costs and 
disappointment over April railroad 
earnings. 

With markets heading into the 
final stretch of the second quarter, 
a good deal was heard of earnings 
prospects for the full three months. 
Consensus was that they will be 
mixed and will show effects of 
higher wages and operations done 
on a basis of raw materials bought 
at higher levels.

COMMODITY PRICES 
RESUME DOWN TREND 


Further Reduction in Demand 
for Industrial Staples Im- 
portant Factor. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—Commodity 
prices this week resumed the downward 
trend that has been under way since early 
April, almost wiping out gains of the 
previous seven-day period. 

A further reduction in demand for in- 
dustrial staples was an important factor 
in the setback, as were heavy rains over 
parched areas of the Mid-West’s “bread 
basket,’’ 

The Associated Press weighted index 
of 35 impoftant wholesale commodities 
dipped to 91.36 per cent of the 1926 aver- 
age, from 91.93 a week ago and com- 
pared with 71.36 last year. 

Wheat Plunges 10 Cents. 

Grains were the most spectacular per- 
formers on the commodity stage; wheat 
plunging about 10 cents a bushel, with 
rye in its wake. Corn, on the other hand, 
continued its rush into new high ground, 
touching a 17-year peak. Oats also ad- 
vanced. 

Kansas and the Southwest, large wheat 
producers, were deluged with rain. This 
meant a bigger crop to Most traders, who 
shaved their bids. 

Buoyant corn, however, is the result 
of a shortage of the cereal for imme- 
diate delivery. Thus, whereas new wheat 
has already appeared on the market, no 
corn will be available until well into 
next month. "Cotton improved nominally 
on the continued high rate of mill con- 
sumption. 

Livestock quotations were unanimous- 
ly lower; hogs, cattle and lamb all mov- 
ing down in tune with latest supply es- 
timates. 

Strikes, labor unrest and sizeable cur- 
rent inventories are reported to have been 
instrumental in causing the reaction in 
industrial staples. Rubber, steel scrap, 
turpentine, lumber, burlap and tin con- 
curred in the dip, while hides and anti- 
mony picked up fractionally.

TWA Route June 1 


Skysleepers, With Berths and 
Lounge Chairs, Have 2440- 
Horsepower Engines. 

The largest aircraft in any air 
transport system in the United 
States will be placed in service 
Tuesday, June 1, when the new 
Skysleeper planes of Transconti- 
nental & Western Air, Inc., go into 
operation over the company’s cCoast- 
to-coast route, according to Jack 
Frye, president of the air transport 

company. 

The inauguration of service with 
the new Skysleepers will come a 
few days after the tenth anniver- 
sary of the New York-to-Paris flight 
of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. It 
was Col: Lindbergh who surveyed 
the route operated by TWA, which, 
coupled with his subsequent affilia- 
tion with the company, led to the 
company being called “The Lind- | 
bergh Line.” 

With space and power to war- 
rant a Federal permit to transport 
25 passengers, each of the new Sky- 
sleepers has been arranged to carry 
17 passengers in night service, to 
provide more comfort from coast 
+0 coast. 


Fewer Stops. 

In addition to placing the new 
sleeper planes in service on its Sky 
Shief schedules, certain of the pres- 
ent stops on those schedules are to 
be eliminated.. This is made possi- 
ble by the cruising range of the 
Skysleepers and will permit a three- 
stop service across the United 
States. 

The reduction in the number of 
stops, together with the superior 
speed of the sleeper planes, will 
permit faster schedules over TWA’s 
shortest route from coast to coast. 
Of all transcontinental air routes 
in the United States, the one sur- 
veyed by Col. Lindbergh follows 
most nearly the direct great circle 
course across the continent. 

At the same time, other T W A 
planes will operate local schedules 
with close connections at the three 
key cities. 

Westbound, the Sky Chief will 
land only at Columbus, Kansas City 
and Albuquerque, while the east- 
bound Sky Chief will make interme- 
diate stops only at Albuquerque, 
Kansas City and Pittsburgh.

NAVY CREWS WIN 
ADAMS REGATTA,

PHILADELPHIA, May 29.—Out- 
finishing Harvard with a_ great 
burst of speed in the final half 
mile, Navy clinched the sprint row- 
ing championship of the East today 
by winning the Adams Cup for the 
third time since 1933.

14 Largest and Those in 10,- 
000-100,000 Class Found to 
Be Setting Pace.

CHICAGO, May 29.—The nation’s 
1937 leading home builders, the 
United States Building and Loan 
League reported today, are its 14 
largest cities and those in the 10,- 
000 to 100,000 population class. 

The league has analyzed trends 
of home building shown in Bureau 
of Labor statistics and drawn paral- 
lels between the location of the bulk 
savings and loan association assets 


and the rising tide of home build- 
ing. 

In the study, it finds the cities 
leading this year have increased 
their percentage of the total resi- 
dential construction substantially 
over last year. 

The cities over 500,000 population 
and the smaller cities under 100,- 
000 have between 54 and 55 per cent 
of all savings and loan resources 
in the nation, the league reports, 
and are putting up about 75 per 
cent of this year’s new homes. 
Harold T. Donaldson, league pres- 
ident, states that in cities of the 
100,000-500,000 population group con- 
struction of new dwelling units 
dropped to 16 per cent in the first 
two months of this year, while in 
the same period a year ago that 
group built 23 per cent of the na- 
tional total. 

“Opinions of the savings and loan 
executives in many of these cities 
is that rising building costs have 
struck them much more heavily 
than they have so far affected the 
cities smaller than 100,000,” Donald- 
son said. 

“The still larger cities are meet- 
ing that emergency by increasing 
their percentage of apartment 
buildings to total residential con- 
struction, when compared with last 
year.” 

Donaldson said he thought even 
more of the home building could 
be traced to metropolitan areas. He 
said so many suburbs of the largest 
cities were listed in the census as 
towns of 10,000 up io 60,000 and 70- 
000 that the building going on there 
technically would come within the 
smaller group of cities but actually 
would be part of the metropolitan 
area building trend.

Silas B. McKinley Home 
Modified After Old Missouri 
Favorite Type.

Construction of a Colonial resi- 
dence has recently been started in 
the St. Louis Country Club grounds 
for Silas B. McKinley, author and 
attorney, 

The architects, Study and Farrar, 
have followed the formal plan of 
a typical Colonial residence, with 
the main rooms on the first floor 
laid out on either side of a spacious 
entrance hall, This hall running 
through the center of the house will 
contain the main stairs and the 
main entrance leading into the gar- 
den. There will be large living 


room, panelled library, and dining 
room on the first floor. The service 
quarters and garage form an ad- 
joining wing.

Fashion has rung all her changes 
on the outward appearance of the 
girl graduate. And what have 
changing times done to her in- 
wardly? 

There could be no better place 
to trace the evolution of the col- 
lege girl than St. Louis, for here, 
or in this vicinity, we have at 
least three institutions of learning 
for women that antedate some of 
the most ancient and famous in 
the country. 

Mount Holyoke just now is cele- 
brating with much fanfare its one- 
hundredth anniversary. When 
Mary Lyon, its founder, was beg- 
ging funds to establish in learned 
New England “a seminary with ac- 
commodations, apparatus, etc., some- 
thing like those of the other sex,” 
here in the wild and woolly Middle 
West there already existed Mary- 
ville College of the Sacred Heart, 
founded in 1818, and Lindenwood 
at St. Charles, founded 1827. While 
Mary Institute, opened for pupils 


in 1859, preceded Vassar 
Wellesley (1870), Smith (1875). 

Mary Insitute still makes no 
claim of being other than a pre- 
paratory school and Lindenwood 
and Maryville did not call them- 
Selves colleges until national ac- 
crediting standards were estab- 
lished. But neither, at first, did 
Mount Holyoke and Vassar. They 
were “female seminaries.” There 
must in those days be no _ sus- 
picion of “aping the men.” The 
“strong minded woman” was a pop- 
ular object of ridicule. 

Education for women was being 
asked chiefly to make them  ac- 
complished, ornamental figures in 
society or to fit them to become 
teachers. The spirit of enterprise 
in other fields was enticing men 
from the teaching profession, and 
there was need of women to sup- 


(1865), 


ply the dearth. 
As a matter of fact, curricula of 
those early schools, with their in- 
sistence upon the _ classics, _ sci- 
ences and higher mathematics, 
were more like the courses pre- 
scribed for men’s colleges today. 
Women, for all their outward show 
of modesty and self-depreciation, 
were intent on proving intellectual 
equality with men. The difference 
between men’s and women’s 
schools was the religious emphasis 
imposed and rules of conduct with 
penalties attached under which 
women students were required to 
live cloistered and protected lives. 
—-0-0-—— 

OW all that is changed. 
N Courses are adopted to pecu- 

liar needs of women and their 
contemporary problems, and there 
is general acceptance of the iden- 
tification of social life with edu- 
cational processes. 

At Mary Institute one is _ told 
there are no rules except those of 
a business nature. “If a student's 
conduct displeases us, she is_ told 
why, rather than punished. Co- 
operation is enlisted on a basis of 
understanding. Good taste, dis- 
crimination, judgment, sense of 
justice, a teacher of skill can in- 
culcate with almost any subject. 
These are the forces that rule, or, 
rather, guide. Discipline is a mat- 
ter of letting them choose for 
themselves with as much guid- 
ance as we can Offer. We are not 
so much concerned with failure as 
with why a student fails. Behavior 
problems and attitudes are ap- 
proached variously through con- 
sideration of a girl's home life, as- 
sociates, early experiences, health 
conditions.

NEW YORK, May 29.

Beautitul Flowers Come 
After Mild Winter and a 
Damp Spring.

The 
early shrub roses, Hugonis and Per- 
sian yellow, started the parade with 
their golden sprays of brilliant 
bloom.

These climbers are a_ good 
natured lot, pulling themselves up 
trellises, festooning arches, falling 
over fences and generally conduct- 
ing themselves with informal ease. 
If they are inclined to wander too 
far they can be readily recalled by 
timely pruning. Only too often we 
see a climbing rose that has run 
wild over the side of a house or 
trellis until it has become such a 
tangled mass that little can be done 
about it, even though the flowers 
have become small and few in num- 
ber. The climbing rose should be 
trimmed soon after the flowers 
have fallen, for if left until the 
new sprouts have attained rampant 
growth, they are hard to handle.

A WELL-TRIMMED climber will

eral dozen feet pounding the boards 
in unison. 


To Berger all this is an orderly 
scene, nowise remarkable. He is a 
short, robust hard-bitten humorist 
in touseled dull blond hair and a 
purple polo shirt. His manner is 
executive and intense. His mind 
seems driven by internal combus- 
tion engines of the newer, less ex- 
plosive sort. His chopped swift talk 
is the juicy patois of Times Square. 
He is a mixture of feverish ambi- 
tion and business-like competence, 
a young man who began life as an 
unsuccessful jewelry salesman and 
“found himself’ in the theater.

Waltz” and the other 11 operas 
of the season were worked out 
two months ago in New 
York and have been worked over 
many times. since.

musical directors and techni- 
cians for elaboration, Berger ex- 
plains. His staff includes Zeke 
Colvan, the veteran stage director; 
O. J. Vanasse, the latter’s associate; 
George Hirst, musical director; 
Raymond Sovey, designer; Theo- 
dor Adolphus and Al White, dance 
directors, and Chester Herman and 
Phil Farley, stage managers. The 
work of numerous technical experts 
must be pieced together and it is 
Berger's job to. select, criticize, 
eliminate or expand the various 
suggestions submitted for his ap- 
proval. 

“The Great Waltz” is an operetta 
with libretto by Moss Hart (recent 
Pulitzer: Prize winner) and music 
adapted from the works of Johann 
Strauss and his son--whose lives 
provide the basis for the plot. Mod- 
eled on a dainty Viennese opera, 
the original American production 
by Max Gordon was in effect a 
spectacie. It opened at Rockefelle: 
Center Theater, New..York, in 1934. 
Since then some 3,000,000 people 
(press agent figures) have seen it 
there or on tour. 

Richard Berger has his own ideas 
about the way it should be put on 
out of doors. The great ballroom 
scene involves complicated mechan- 
ical arrangements which should 
not, he feels, be allowed inter- 
fere with the dance movements and 
the simple telling of the story. On 
the other hand, the last act calls 
for a display of fireworks which

In this opera, as in the ensuing 
ones, he hopes to simplify the nar- 
rative by narrowing the sphere of 
dramatic action to a small patch 
of light out near the footlights and 
keeping the enormous sweep of 
stage behind for mass effects in- 
tended to convey atmosphere or 
add to the general liveliness. 

The Municipal Opera confronts 
both directors and actors with un- 
precedented problems. The size of 
the stage necessitates a_ special 
technique of direction which has 
been pretty well perfected in the 
past 18 seasons. But the size of 
the amphitheater itself makes ef- 
fective reading of the lines an even 
greater difficulty. Berger has stud- 
ied the reactions of the audience 
with minute attention. Naturally 
highly subtle effects would be lost 
in a theater of such proportions. 
It necessary to illustrate each 
bit of spoken dialogue by an ex- 
planatory gesture. Now, the am- 
plifiers carry a spoken line or a 
musical phrase to the back of the 
amphitheater before it reaches the 
audience in the middle foreground, 
while the effect of a gesture mani- 
fests itself first in the front rows. 
He feels that the reactions of the 
audience must be synchronized and 
he has worked out a system of tim- 
ing which, he believes, will accom- 
plish this. 

Berger is engagingly frank in dis- 
cussing the company. In Guy Rob- 
ertson, who has sung the role of 
the younger Strauss several hun- 
dred times, he has devout confi- 
dence. Bernice Claire, though a 
newcomer, has extensive experi- 
ence on the stage and in the movies, 
The other principals, Gladys Bax- 
ter and Joseph Macaulay, are old 
hands at Munvy performances and 
Miss Baxter had a part in the orig- 
inal show in New York. 

A few of the smaller parts are 
entrusted to youngsters, and one 
leading role in a future production 
is given to a novice. Berger thinks 
this as it should be. He has 
found the Muny Opera an_s ideal 
school of direction. He considers 
it equally fine training for lyric 
actors, provided they have well- 
schooled voices to start with. 

The production manager's atti- 
tude towards the problems of or- 
ganization are'as matter-of-fact as 
a plant manager’s toward his fac- 
tory schedule. He feels that the 
experience he gets in putting on 12 
shows in a summer is worth more 
than three years on Broadway. He 
doesn't regard the musical show 
business art, but as technique 
plus “showmanship.” When he feels 
he has mastered it, he hopes” to 
carry on along the same lines in 
Hollywood.

Council Meets 
In New York 


Bewildering Mass of Propo 
sals, Mostly Friendly, 
Marks General Discussion 
of Future Plans for the 


Stage.

NEW YORK, May 29. 
ESPITE various dire forebod- 
[) ins and outspoken rumors to 
the effect that a four-day con- 
vention of all the warlike elements 
that make up the theater could 
lead to nothing less than blood- 
shed, the American Theater Coun- 
cil held its first meeting this week 
in an atmosphere of good-humored 
tolerance. In some respects the 
convention even gave promise of 
constructive accomplishment. 
Several verbal grenades were 
thrown, as everyone knew they 
would be. Not the least devastat- 
ing was Producer Brock Pember- 
ton’s sly suggestion (deadly serious 
it was, too) that producers should 
be given the option of having their 
plays either reviewed or reported 
in the news columns, as they saw 
fit. This evoked a cloud of hos- 
tility on the part of the assem- 
bled newspaper critics. Since the 
suggestion occurred in the midst 
of an introductory speech entitled 


“The Producer and the Theater,” 


it seemed a little gratuitous and

Producer of Power. Describes 
FTP’s Living Newspaper

NEW YORK, May 29. 


RNEST TOLLER, the famous 

German writer and director, 

emerged from the Ritz Theater 
the other night. He called the at- 
tention of his companion to the 
gaudy brilliance of the incandescent 
advertisements along Broadway. 

“I’m looking at those lights with 
brand-new understanding,” he said. 

The words were about the high- 
est compliment paid to “Power, 
which Toller had just seen. It’s had 
other compliments. High school civ- 
ics teachers make it a “must” for 
their students. One professor of po- 
litical science recently assigned his 
students to see “Power” or read 
three fat volumes on public utili- 
ties. They chose to see “Power.” 

“Power” isn’t a play according 
to Broadway standards. It’s a 
straight news report—the lead story 
of the current edition of The Liv- 
ing Newspaper. Critics have agreed 
that it ought to be dull, but isn't 
Utilities magnates have sent long 
screeds out to denounce it. Advo- 
cates of cheap electric power for 
all the people have thrown their 
hats in the alr. 

For more than three months 
audiences have stormed the doors 
of the theater in a rush for seats, 
and at this writing it does'nt look 
like the rush is going to subside 
very quickly. 

The Living Newspaper was 
founded upon no American the- 
atrical precedent. It was started 
in October, 1935, as a part of the 
Federal Theater Project. 

The idea. behind it (so simple no- 
body ever thought of it for com- 
plicated Broadway), is just that 
news brought to life is dramatic 
in itself. I’m not talking about 
trivial news, such as “Movie Queen 
Loses Jewels” or “Stuffed Shirt 
makes Speech.” I'm talking about 
real news, vital news of social im- 
port. 

The Living Newspaper produc- 
tions differ from the ordinary plays 
of gecial import. The latter use 
the play form as a device for ex- 
position of a social issue. The Liv- 
ing Newspaper ignores the play and 
puts the social issues, itself, on the 
stage. The result, judging from 
the response of the audience, is far 
more satisfying. As for effective- 
ness, there is plenty of evidence. 
The first production, “Ethiopia,” 
never got to the paying public be- 
cause the Government was afraid 
it would hurt Mussolini's feelings 
The second show, “Triple-A Plowed 
Under,” nearly provoked a riot on 
opening night hecause a_ since- 
discredited “Veterans” organization 
objected to its farmer-labor polit-

ical implications. “Power” drew a 
10-page brochure from the Edison 
Electric Institute. 

This new medium for dissemi- 
nating socially important informa- 
tion cuts deep. 

“Triple-A Plowed Under” re- 
vealed to the New Yorker the im- 
portance to him of the fate of the 
Iowa or Missouri farmer. “Power” 
—using every known technical de- 
vice of the theater and all the 
terseness of a crack rewrite brig- 
ade—exposes to him the complicat- 
ed structure by which utilities com- 
panies keep electric rates at a ridic- 
ulous high. It shows the struggle 
of people everywhere to get elec- 
tricity at a rate they can afford. 


HE show starts with the back- 
T stace switchboard of the Ritz 
Theater—right at home. 

Says the loudspeaker, in a sur- 
prisingly natural voice which seems 
to come from nowhere in particu- 
lar: “Through this board flows the 
electricity that amplifies my voice, 
that ventilates this theater and 
that lights this show.” The lights 
shift and the spectator sees some 
of the hundreds of uses of elec- 
tricity—factory, hospital, police ra- 
dio, traffic light, bakery oven. 


There is an explosion, a flash. 
Factually, the Living Newspaper re- 
ports the failure of Newark power 
plants this spring, millions in dark- 
ness. Flashlights gleam. People 
want “Lights! Lights!” An airport's 
beacon and landing floods wont 
work. More of these disasters: The 
scene finishes with excited cries 
of “Lights,” and the spectator gets 
some idea of how important power 
has come to be in our lives. 

From there on the story becomes 
historical, running up to very re- 
cent events in the Tennesese Val- 
ley and in the courts. A thrill to 
every audience is the first-act cur- 
tain. While the entire acting com- 
pany of 80 parades on a bare stage 
to sing a T V A folksong, movies 
of the T V A activities and water 
over the dams project on a trans- 
parent screen in front and _ spill 
onto a white curtain in the back. 
The audience sees both living ac- 
tors and exciting motion pictures. 
Add to this an accompanying mu- 
sical crescendo. It is one of the 
simplest scenes ever staged, yet 
said to be one of the most effective. 

The Living Newspaper is a large 
company, together for every show. 

I think thev work as energetic- 
ally and well (if not better) as em- 
ployes of the people, as they would 
if working for a producer taking a 
profit out of the show,

The session was opened in & 
spirit of sweetness and light by 
Helen Hayes who read the opene 
ing address on Monday afternoon. 
“The demand for drama throughout 
the country today,” Miss Hayes 
said emphatically, “exceeds the 
available supply ... we must send 
more and better plays on the road.” 
She referred to the theater as a 
“not very happy family” ridden 
by “all the hounds of theory, 
prejudice and personal advantage.” 
The purpose of the convention, she 
pointed out, was to explore the le- 
gitimate theater’s potentialities and 
formulate practical measures 
which the board of directors of 
the council may afterwards exee 
cute through member organiza- 
tions, 


senior representative of 


non-opinionative suggestions ad- 
vanced came from Theresa Hele 
burn, director of the Theater Guild. 
“Many important cities have their 
own orchestras,” she said. “Somee 
times they have their own opera 
season, run at an annual loss. Why 
should not the same be true of their 
theaters? I am sure the backers of 
civic theaters would get as much 
fun out of them as out of orches- 
tras, and the money they would 
lose would be ultimately no more, 
perhaps less.” 


Coming from an executive of the 
Guild, advocacy of civic theaters 
is considered to carry more weight 
than it might otherwise, since this 
is one of the only existing organe 
izations in a position to advance 
the “tributary” theater in the 
course of its own normal develop~- 
ment. 


The suggestion was advanced 
again in another quarter. Frank 
Gillmore, president of Actors’ 
Equity (and leader of its now eme 
battled majority) introducing for 
immediate consideration the open. 
ing up of the road by a combined 
effort to achieve better plays, low- 
er prices, subscription audiences 
and “co-ordination of all parties ine 
terested.” 

The arrangement of sessions was 
such that each of the numerous 
groups, representing every element 
in the theater with the exception of 
the musicians (whose union elected 
to boycott the council) was ad- 
dressed by representatives of all 
other groups. One of the liveliest 
discussions of an objective nature 
took place when Burgess Meredith, 
who is generally admitted_to be the 
most promising among the young- 
er actors, addressed the producers, 
He told his audience that they 
“resemble the ancient superintend- 
ents of archaic prisons.” 


“Hollywood has taken your game 
and developed it into a big-time 
sport,” he said blandly. “They 
make the proportionate amount of 
artistic mistakes that you do, the 
only difference being that they can 
compensate for their blunders. If 
you were good enough promoters 
you would not be here. You would 
be out there where negotiations 
run into big money.” This evoked 
a storm of denials. As generally 
interpreted, however, Meredith's 
comments were intended to convey 
the argument that the theatrical 
producer must subordinate purely 
commercial motives to artistic in- 
tegrity. Otherwise the movie pro- 
ducer might as well be granted a 
clear field, for the stage cannot 
compete with the movies on a pure- 
ly materialistic basis. 

At the eleventh and final session 
last Thursday at midnight the 
board of directors introduced a list 
of suggestions approved for further 
consideration. 

It is likely that the program for 
next year’s convention will include 
a festival and that some method of 
assessment for the general benefit 
of the theater through such projectg 
will later be approved.

The minority bloc has grown to such size 
and influence that even if a White House plan 
is put over by a narrow margin, the de- 
termined opposition group in the Senate will 
fight executive domination of the legislative 
branch. If a White House plan is defeated 
and the President is plainly told that he can- 
not extend his domination over the judicial 
branch, the legislative branch, the hitherto 
subservient House, can be counted on to join 
the Senate in talking back to the President. 

The drift against the court plan has de- 
moralized the Administration forces, and there 
is muttering in the ranks against the lack of 


leadership and discipline, especially against 
the clowning of Chairman <Ashurst, of the

Going to Germany these days is 
more than just going to a foreign 
land. It is going to a country 
where an abrupt and profound 
change took place four and a half 
years ago, on the day when Hitler 
came to control, and where a new 
and driving power, which has in- 
sinuated itself into almost every 
little detail of the native life, is 
in the saddle. Whether you like 
or dislike this new force depends 
on how well you know it and what 
your own political makeup is; but 
that it is new and that it is a 
force you can’t deny. 


How the Victor Feels. 

You have heard of the brutali- 
ties committed in its name and 
you have heard its adherents de- 
scribe it as a new savior, almost 
a new religion. If you're natur- 
ally somewhat skeptical you dis- 
trust the messianic part of it, but 
the concrete acts, most of all the 
tough ones, the nasty ones, stick 
in your mind. You wonder, then, 
how this strident power is going 
‘to touch you. I don’t know how 
| many Europeans used to come, or 
‘still come to America with the 
feeling, laughable to Americans, 
that they actually might be at- 
tacked by gangsters in Chicago. 
Or how many travelers go to the 
U. Ss. S. R. thinking that the 
G P U will get them if they don’t 
watch out. But I met very few 
Americans in Germany who didn’t 
enter the country, with mixed 
feelings. 

To say that they were appre- 
hensive would be overstating it; 
but they had a strong curiosity 


ally. The Nazis have made vis- 
iting in Germany a little more of 
an adventure than it used to be. 

You enter Germany, then, con- 
ditioned by your previous knowl- 
edge and ideas and you wonder in 
what little details Naziism 
going to touch you first—at the 
customs, at the hotel, in the res- 
taurants, in the train compart- 
ments. 


Barred Book Got Through. 

The train had pulled into 
Aachen and the customs 
came aboard. I had a copy of 
John Gunther’s “Inside Europe,” 
a book barred in Germany, in my 
baggage and I wondered what its 
fate would be. I was prepared 
to put up a stiff argument for 
it, in the event they wanted to 
take it away, along the lines that 
I was a foreign citizen and was 
entitled to my own reading mat- 
ter. But I was disappointed 
when the customs man came in. 
He had a military look about him 
—the kind that foreigners asso- 
ciate with all Prussian soldiers. 
He asked where I came from and 
when I said America he okayed 
my baggage with two crosses with 
his blue chalk. And that was all. 

I felt a little cheated because 
I could have brought in a whole 
suitcase full of Communist liter- 
ature, and a little ridiculous be- 
cause I had apparently inflated 
my fears. 

[I left Germany later for Switz- 
erland, came back in again and 


then left once more vyvia_ the 
‘Czechoslovakian border and I 
| never had to open my baggage. 
'On the way back in from Switz- 


erland I was asked whether I had 
any newspapers. I merely said 
no, and was passed through. The 
incidents wouldn’t be worth men- 
tioning except that they were the 
first instances which showed that

‘of taxes which a German has to 
pay. 

Figured at the current rate of 
exchange of 40 cents for the mark 
that would be $144 gross salary, 
or $128 after taxes had been de- 
ducted. (For a foreigner 40 cents 
is a high valuation on a mark, 
and he rarely pays it anyway, be- 
cause he travels on registered 
marks, which currently cost about 
25 cents.

SERVANT OF PEOPLE 


Explains That Under New 
Constitution President 
Will Be Sort of Referee 


on Legislation.

DUBLIN, May 29.—The Irish 
Free State, which is about to 


change its name to Eire and to 
adopt a new constitution making 
a clean break with Great Britain, 
is not prepared to become a dic- 
tatorship and swell the authori- 
tarian ranks of Germany, Italy and 
Russia. It has no hankering to 
become Fascist or Communist, to 
turn either to the Right or to the 
Left. It will remain democratic 
and devoted to freedom of speech 
and of the press. 

These assurances were given to 
this correspondent in a special in- 
terview with Eamon de Valera, 
president of the Executive Council 
of the Free State. The 56-year-old 
American-born statesman is still 
the Free State’s No. 1 man despite 
lively oppositon to his paradoxical 
government, which is both radical 
and conservative, and to his pro- 
posed constitution, which reflects 


his strong individualistic views as |

De Valera sits at his desk armed 
with two pairs of spectacles—one 
on his nose and the other on top 
of the desk.

Despite reports of failing eye- 
sight, due to excessive reading, de 
Valera looks the picture of health.

welfare of the populace. Average 
annual expenditures of the region 
in recent years for public improve- 
ments have been more than §15,- 
000,000, it is related. 


In Last 20 Years. 

During the last 20 years princi- 
pal improvements in the region cost 
$342,061,000, the commission states, 
dividing this as follows: Highways, 
bridges and grade separations, $157,- 
700,000; water supply and other util- 
ities, $30,030,000; public buildings 
and plazas, $47,380,000; sewers, $36,- 
602,000; parks and playgrounds, $9,- 
schools, $41,785,000; other 
undertakings, $19,388,000.

There are a number of 
blanks to be filled in, including 
basic wage and hour standards and 
the extent to which small plants 
shall be exempted. As introduced, 
the bill is described in a supple- 
ment to this issue of the review for 
the information of chamber mem- 
bers. 

“Discussion of the measure will 
probably center less upon the pur- 
poses at which it is aimed—the es- 
tablishment of wage and hour 
standards—than upon the methods 
proposed for their achievement. 

“Chief among these is the pro- 
posal to create another labor board, 
this time a National Labor Stand- 
ards Board, with sweeping powers 
to be conferred upon five members 
to fix, within limits, thus far 
vaguely defined, minimum wages 
and maximum hours, to prohibit 
child labor, and to regulate indus- 
trial employment. ... .- 

Attitude of Business. 

“Business as a whole is consiste- 
enly demonstrating by practical ac- 
complishments its willingness and 
capacity to improve labor stand- 
ards. Industry today, as a whole, 
is united in support of a policy of 
paying the highest practicable 
wages and in support of the short- 
ening of hours as far as produc- 
tivity will permit. 

“Through independent action, in- 
dustry has made extraordinary 
progress in attaining these objec- 
tives. In the last decade, increase 
in wages accompanied by reduction 
of 20 per cent in hours of work has 
resulted in more than 15 per cent 
increase in average weekly earn- 
ings measured in purchasing pow- 
er, and employment of persons un- 
der 16 years of age has virtually 
been eliminated.” 

The chamber said that prospects 
for enactment of the farm bill 
advocated by the American Farm 
Bureau Federation and Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace “are  be- 
lieved to be slight.”

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STEWART WHITE IN NEW ROLE | “Not With a Bang,

TEWART EDWARD WHITE 
S has long been Known as an ad- 

venturer, and the books upon 
which his reputation as a writer 
is founded are concerned largely 
with adventurous living in regions 
remote from the conventional life- | 
patterns of civilization. 

It is conceivable that the role 
in which he now appears—that of 
psychical inquirer—may be only a 
logical development out of his for- 
mer role. As to this, naturally, 
each reader will judge in keeping 
with his hopes and longings, his 
temperamental bias, or, perhaps 
one may add as a mere courtesy 
at least, in accordance with his 
own personal experience. It would 
be both ungracious and unjust to 
doubt the sincerity of Mr. White 
and his associates; but if he has 
not been misled, along with large 
numbers of other intelligent and 
cultivated people, certainly his lat- 
est adventures are far more thrill- 
ing and significant than any of 
his African lion hunts.

The strange region presumed to 
be under exploration in “The Bet- 
ty Book” is described, in Mr. 
White’s necessarily tentative terms, 
as a wider state of awareness than 
that of ordinary waking conscious- 
ness, a state pertaining to the 
“subconscious” of the psychologist 
or the “soul” of the religionist— 
a state in which the perplexing 
problems of our lives may alleged- 
ly be viewed in new and revealing 
relations.

The teachings are well known 
substantially to all who are ac- 
quainted with the common vision 
of mystics in any land or time. 
That there is definite practical 
value for everyday living in them 
as simply stated here will not be 
questioned by those who have seen, 
at times, beyond the ends of their 
own noses; and this remains true 
whether the “psychical” back- 
ground as presented be taken seri- 
ously or not. 

Mr. White asks nothing of the 
reader but that the pragmatic 
value of the teaching itself be fair- 
ly considered, although he himself 
is persuaded to accept the phenom- 
ena he describes “at their face 
value.” His manner’ throughout 
the book is wholly dispassionate, 
and it is clear that he is by no 
means a victim of wishful think- 
ing. It is his conviction that any 
genuine future progress must be 
made, not in the orthodox realm 
of materialistic science, but by 
widening our knowledge of human

HART CRANE: THE LIFE OF AN: AMER-

ERHAPS the post-war decade 
Pi: America will find no more 

complete symbolization than the 
life of Hart Crane. Sustained by a 
vision that was a direct heritage 
from Whitman, possessed of gifts 
that might have made him a far 
greater poet than Whitman, he be- 
came entangled in a web of family 
difficulties, economic desperation 
and spiritual despair that choked 
off his creative impulses and de- 
stroyed him.

Crane was brought up in a home 
broken by constant quarrels be- 
tween his father and mother. He 
was sent out into the world with 
a haunting terror of instability and 
betrayal, and a consequent sus- 
piciousness in all his relationships, 
The poet’s ancient problem of stay- 
ing alive while writing harassed 
him constantly. He wore himself 
out drudging in offices and devis- 
ing advertising copy, he lived para- 
sitically on his father and on his 
friends, he begged a couple of thou- 
sand dollars from Otto Kahn, he 
secured a Guggenheim fellowship; 
but not until the last year of his 
life, through an inheritance, did he 
become economically secure, And, 
over and above all these handicaps, 
he lived in the sordid twenties, 


when everything worth while in| 


civilization seemed to be disinte- 
grating, when pecple seemed to 
grow more degraded daily, when 
T. S. Eliot was groaning, “This is 
the way the world ends, not with a 
bang but a whimper.”

The magnificent vision expressed 
in “The Bridge”’—a vision of tri- 
umphant America conquering 
space and time, nature and m4- 
chinery — gradually faded. Two 
years before the poem was fin- 
ished, Crane had lost faith in it, 
and with his faith much of his cre- 
ative power. Drunkenness and de- 
bauchery, at first a release, became 
the normal pattern of his life. A 
Crane legend grew up, comprising 
.stories of innumerable wild brawls, 
fights with policemen, adventures 
with sailors, quarrels and beatings 
and nights in jail. Crane became 
certain that his inspiration had de- 
serted him. If he could not create 
he could not live. And so one 
bright noon he leaped over the aft 
rail of the boat which was bring- 
ing him from Mexico to New York 


and disappeared in the ship’s wake. 


It is difficult to see how Philip 
Horton’s biography could be im- 
proved. Good writing combines 
with a thorough understanding of 
Crane and his work to produce a 
definitive picture of the genius 
whose poetic affirmations could 
not be realized in his tragic life.

The 
young man combats bad sanitation, 
ignorance and disease, introduces 


antitoxin to control diphtheria, and | 


several times aids destiny in shap- 
ing the -lives of his patients. Of 
course, he learns curious facts 
about almost all of the inhabitants 
of Fairharbor, from the lumber 
king, who has been none too scru- 
pulous in the amassing of his 
wealth, to “Honest John,” saloon- 
keeper and gambler, who bosses the 
town. His own life is shadowed by 
his frustrated love for the beauti- 
ful Rachel, who never suspects in 
what a peculiar way she is indebted 
to the physician for her happiness. 

This book is not merely the story 
of a physician’s problems; it is a 
picture of the era between 1890 and 
1909 in the development of the 
Northwest. Here is material for a 
really great novel. Mr. Hart has, 
however, not been quite equal to the 
task which he ambitiously set him- 
self. Too often forgetting charac- 
ter portrayal in his interest in ac- 
tion, he descends into melodrama. 
At times his usual clear-sighted 
realism becomes ciouded and, as in 
the case of the story of Jim’s father, 
the old doctor, sentimentality creeps 
in and blurs outlines which should 
be clear. Unnecessary details often 
detract from:-the effect of the whole 
picture.

On the other hand, Mr. Hart 
writes with a true appreciation of 
the American scene. He is no dull 
moralist, indulges in no exaggerat- 
ed philosophizing, but exhibits a 
liberal point of view in the consid- 
eration of man’s foolishness and 
evil.

CHRIST VERSUS HITLER? By William 
Kraft. (The Lutheran Press, New York.) 


HIS is a slight and doubtless 
T epnemera book on Germany un- 

der the Nazis, with little guid- 
ance to offer on the general situa- 
tion, but of considerable * signifi- 
cance in one respect. 

The writer is a minister of Ger- 
man birth and citizenship, a resi- 
dent of this country since 1924. He 
returned to Germany “to see and 
study conditions for myself,” but 
with preconceptions strongly favor- 
able to the Nazis. After a 14-month 
stay, he concluded that Hitler had 
rejuvenated Germany, that 
saved Europe from Bolshevism, that

NEW YORK.

oT by the fish that goes 
‘without water for 
two years, and takes 


once in two hours. It is the lungfish, 
found in three species in Central Af- 
rica and at least one in the South 
American hinterland, all demonstrat- 
ing unearthly physiological feats 
which, now under study at the New 
York Aquarium, are expected to 
throw significant light on the com- 
paratively prosaic and common-place 
working of the human body. 

This quaint fish lives in apparent 
health, without food or water while it 
harbors a luxurious crop of cancers 
and an accumulation of poisonous 
waste one five-hundreth part of which 
would destroy most animals. 

When we ‘“‘go on a diet,”’ and when 
hibernating animals dig in for the win- 
ter, we and they live on the bodily 
stores of fat. 

Just to be different, 
lives on its muscle. 

Zoologists consider all this, of 
course, an extreme manifestation of 
the same process wherein a Southern- 
er stops saying ‘‘you-all’’ for his first 
few years in the North—adaptation to 
environment, which is just a five-syl- 
lable way to say meeting competition, 
or keeping up with the Joneses, or liv- 
ing up or down to one’s surroundings 
and station in life. 

The lungfish’s station is a tropical, 
midcontinental rain swamp, full every 
rainy season, but dry for six or eight 
months of the year. Perhaps a reced- 
ing, stagnant, stinking slough will be 
left in the middle of an expanse of 
cracking, parched mud flats stretching 
many yards on all sides from the wa- 
ter to the rim of vegetation at the 
high water line. 

Such dwindling sloughs are com- 
mon sights in tropical htnterlands af- 
ter the rainy season. It was in one 
of them, for example, that Plant- 
hunter Stuhlmann nearly a half cen- 
tury ago collected the one known 
specimen that became famous as the 
“Lost Yellow Lily’’ of Africa, and in 
another the British colonial botanist, 
B. D. Burtt, found the yellow species 
which became the first of its kind to 
flower in cultivation and from which 
Shaw's Garden developed the gold 
medal ‘St. Louis’’ lily. 

As the seasonal rain-ponds recede, 
the lungfish is left in the mud. Ex- 
cept for certain weird devices of his 
physical machinery, that would be the 
end of him. And for a note on what 
those devices are, we may turn to a 
report by Christopher W. Coates in a 
recent bulletin of the New York Zoo- 
logical Society:

‘‘Lungfishes are inhabitants of what 
may, by courtesy, be called fresh wa- 
ter. ‘Fresh’ water, however, is only a 
term to distinguish it from salt water, 
for anything more fetid than some of 
the waters in which lungfishes have 
been found is hard to imagine. Ex- 
perimentally we have tried keeping 
lungfishes in ordinary tap water. 
Within a few days lungfishes kept in 
clean tanks of clean tap water became 
covered with skin eruptions—which 
disappared when they were dropped 
back into tanks of dirty water. That 
however, was an inade- 
quate preparation for the surprise of 
investigators when they found that 
lungfishes could live with apparent 
ease and health for long periods in dis- 
tilled water from which not only every 
impurity, but every presumably neces- 
sary salt had been removed. 

“When the dry season comes the 
lungfish burrows head first into the 
soft mud at the bottom. . . and dur- 
ing the first period of its aestivation 
is able to push its way to.-the surface 
to seize a supply of fresh air. But 
slowly, as the surface of the mud dries 
and hardens, the narrow opening is 
constricted. Half an inch below the 
surface the tube broadens. Down it 
runs, fairly straight for a few inches, 
and then it turns to one side and ends 
in a sack-like cavity just large enough 
to contain the singly-looped body of 
the fish. At last, with all pos- 
sibility of reaching the surface cut off, 
the lungfish settles down for the dura- 
tion of the drouth. Only in one partic- 
ular way does the fish settle itself for 
its sleep. With the head pointing up- 
ward, its body loops in the middle and 
doubles back, so that the thin tail cov- 
ers and protects the eyes. 


|e HREE functions become ex- 

tremely important at this 

stage. The fish must con- 
tinue to breathe, it must have food 
and conserve its bodily supply of 
water, and it must take care of the 
bodily wastes. Microscopic sections of 
the skin show comparatively enormous 
mucous cells near the surface. These 
come into operation and aroun’ the 
folded body secrete a film as thin as 
cigarette paper, but absolutely imper- 
vious to water and air—thus to evap- 
oration. The film covers every bit of 
the body and around the mouth turns 
inward for a short distance. Very lit- 
tle moisture disappears through ex- 
halation. When the mud hardens its 
breathing is reduced to one gentle ex- 
piration and inhalation about every 
two hours. 

‘Its muscle tissue is the source of 
its food. The problem of body 
wastes would in most creatures, be a 
serious one. . The lungfish kidney, 
therefore, has been specialized to such 
an extent that it efficiently separates 
the body’s content of water and urea, 
stores the urea, and permits the water 
to be used over and over again. 

“The return of the fish to its watery 
habitat occurs when the rains come 
and soften the mud.”’ 
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The researcher straightens out the tail for a better view of t+ double

had it cashed. Soon after, the bank 
notified me that the company refused 
to pay on the grounds that it was so 
old they couldn’t tell whether it was 
genuine.’’ 

About every six months after that, 
according to Litch, he wrote to the 
company asking payment, but: “*T 
don’t think my letters ever got to 
Henry. He'd pay. I want 
$50. It’s the principle of the 
thing.’’ 

Litch, scion of one of Jefferson 
County’s oldest, wealthiest and most 
influential families, inherited several 
hundred thousand dollars from his 
grandfather 20-odd years ago.

The era of tights ended be- 
fore the war. Then came the two- 
piece costume for strippers.

Increasingly voracious audi- 
ences pronounced the death of the 
panty and when the G-string became 
the last stop this side of complete 
nudity real trouble began. 

Orginally burlesque set out to be a 
sort of informal revue with broad, but 
good-natured humor and chorus girls 
showing just a little more than their 
more conventional sisters on Broad- 
way.

ceived had damaged the portions of 
the brain relating to speech and read- 
ing and his hacked tongue further im- 
peded his progress.

He was only 
a pale figment of his former self, but 
the audience gave him applause—the 
life blood of any actor—and with this 
came more courage. Joe went to Hol- 
lywood and played in two major films 
and then to a triumphal appearance in 
Florida for the past winter. 

Now he is back on Broadway at the 
new Frolics Club and those who know 
credit him with much of the success 
this club is enjoying.

Perhaps Maude 

Bennot acted this way. She is pretty, 

blonde and smartly dressed and 

she has looked at stars a_ iot, 

but she is still Miss Bennot and she 

is now director of Adler Planetarium 

and Astronomical Museum of Chi- 
cago. 

The thousands of people who, in the 
last seven years, have heard her lec- 
tures in the darkened dome of the 
planetarium with its synthetic firma- 
ment must have recognized her intense 
interest in the goings-on in the heav- 
ens as well a@s her knowledge of them. 
These popular lectures, which she gave 
daily as assistant director of the insti- 
tution, never became a humdrum 
chore for her. Each time the auditor- 
ium grew dim and the make-believe 
stars came out she felt a fresh thrill, 
a fresh enthusiasm in contemplating 
the grand phenomena of the heavens. 
It may be that an individual male— 
any individual male—doesn’'t seem 
very important to a person whose mind 
is largely occupied with the _ uni- 
verse. 

Miss Bennot began her career as a 
stenographer. She began it at the age 
of 16, and already had formed the 
habit of accomplishment. She had 
finished grade school at the head of 
her class, had graduated from Horton 
Township High School at Harvey, IIli- 
nois, at the head of her class—al- 
though she was its youngest member 
—and had won a college scholarship. 
Her family was unable to finance a 
college course for her, even with 


the scholarship. so she went to 
work. 

For four years she penciled hiero- 
glyphics and hammered on typewrit- 
ers in various offices—‘‘fine training 
for me,’’ she says. She found time al- 
so to take a normal school course and 
get a diploma certifying her as quali- 
fled to teach shorthand. Equipped 
with this training, she entered North- 
western University and set out to 
work her way through. She did it 
principally by doing secretarial work, 
much of it for professors of mathe- 
matics, astronomy, English, German, 
physics and philosophy, and by serv- 
ing as student instructor at times. 
Making ends meet was often a prob- 
lem, and there were the further hand- 
icaps of two serious illnesses. 

Mathematics was her ‘‘major,” as- 
tronomy merely a minor study. But 
a course in astronomy brought her 
into contact with Dr. Philip Fox, head 
of that department and director of the 
Dearborn Observatory at Northwest- 
ern—an association which has been 
important to her career. She be- 
came ai student assistant in the 
astronomy department, and helped its 
head prepare several scientific pa- 


pers. 


HE war interrupted her studies 
at Northwestern. Work became 
scarce on the campus, and she 
quit school, went to Washington and 
got a job with the National Research 
Council. She completed her work for 
a bachelor of science degree at George 
Washington University in Washington, 
butfreceived the degree at Northwest- 
ern’ when she returned there in 
1919 to help Dr. Fox finish an as- 
tronomical treatise begun before the 
war. 

That work done, a variety of. jobs 
followed, which took her to the Mayo 
Brothers clinic at Rochester, Minne- 
sota; to Youngstown, Ohio; Denver, 
Colorado, and Santa Barbara, Cali- 
fornia, most of The time doing scien- 
tific work. 


In 1923 Miss Bennot returned to 
Northwestern to work again with Dr. 
Fox as research assistant and instruc- 
tor in astronomy. She stayed—and 
took, incidentally, a master’s degree in 
astronomy—until she and Dr. Fox 
went to the Adler Planetarium when it 
opened in 1930, he as director, she as 
assistant. To get those jobs both had 
to win them in civil service examina- 
tions, despite the fact they had been 
selected for the places, for the plane- 
tarium fell under the jurisdiction of 
the Chicago Park District and it re- 
quired civil service examinations for 
all its employes. 


ISS BENNOT was promoted to 
1V  teector of the plantetarium 

recently when Dr. Fox resigned 
to take charge of the Rosenwald Mu- 
seum of Science and Industry. She is 
said to be the only woman in the world 
at the head of a major planetarium. 
What may be expected of her adminis- 
tration may be indicated by a recent 
statement of hers deploring the trend 
toward ‘mere popularization’ in 
planetariums; she wants more re- 
search done in astronomy. 

This scientist-administrator who 
has worked her self-reliant way up 
from the ranks of the ‘“‘stenos’’ has 
little appearance or manner of the 
hard-boiled woman executive. Her 
good looks are of a fragile, delicate 
sort. Her light brown bobbed hair 
waves softly around her face, her 
hazel eyes are clear and humorous, she 


‘is slender and chic, her voice is soft. 


She reads poetry and revels in the 
view of Lake Michigan from her office 
windows—‘‘the prettiest office in Chi- 
cago.’ She's not a man hater; sup- 
posses she was just ‘‘always too busy 
working” for marriage 

But she admits there is one job she 
would rather have than her own, and 
that’s Amelia Earhart's And the 
lines under her name in the college 
year book were: ‘The reason firm, 
the temperate will, endurance, fore- 
sight, strength and skill.’

low legionnaires, political friends 
and the neighbors had seen and 
heard of his recent activities. 
Presently, he learned that Mrs. 
Forbes’ husband, a tall, slim,

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taining work, had not been seen 
by the neighbors making his cus- 
tomary bi-weekly visits to his wife 
during the fortnight preceding the 
murder. He also learned that 
Nelson carried $40,000 insurance 
and that his vacationing wife was 
the beneficiary as a result of his 
death. 

These facts were seemingly un- 
related. Certainly they appeared 
in no way connected with the fact 
that a person weighing 160 
pounds and having wet beach 
sand on his-shoes had climbed a 
ladder into the County Assessor's 
bedroom and done him in.

‘In this old-fashioned manner, 
he soon learned that on the very 
night Mrs. Nelson had set out on 
her vacation trip, she and an uni- 
dentified man had registered at 
the St. Mark Hotel in Oakland as 
“Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Wilson,”’ 
and spent the night together 
there. From there, Mrs. Nelson 
and her unidentified male com- 
panion had gone to Minneapolis, 
where they had spent the ensuing 
week. Then they had entrained, 
still as ‘‘Mr. and Mrs. Wilson,’ for 
the Pacific Coast, telling acquaint- 
ances they would probably go to 
one of the beaches there. 


One of the beaches... . 

Inspector Goodnight bethought 
himself of the sand he had 
vacuumed up in Nelson’s room and 
sent to the University of Cali- 
fornia crime laboratory. Hastily, 
he got in touch with one of its 
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technicians. The expert told him 
that an analysis had shown the 
sand to contain tiny particles of 
gold and iron, and that of all the 
beaches along the 1000 miles of 
California coast line, this combi- 
nation was found only around 
Santa Cruz, 75 miles distant from 
Oakland. 

Goodnight went to Santa Cruz. 
There, with the assistance of local 
officers, he launched a tour of the 
hotels.
